The reply filed on 1/12/06 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has amended the claims by adding new claims 
16 and 17 with no explanation as to how the new claims distinguish over the prior art of record. 
Applicant's statement that claims 16 and 17 depend from claim 10 is not correct, as these claims 
are independent claims (See remarks pg. 7 of response received 1/12/06), Applicants arguments 
concerning the rejections made in the prior office action mailed 9/28/05 do not address all the 
limitations recited in the new claims. Furthermore, Applicant has not specifically pointed to the 
support in the disclosure for the newly added claims; particularly pre-assembly, inserting in a 
pre-assembled arrangement, and disclosed structure associated with the newly added means plus 
function language. See37CFR 1.111, 37 CFR L135(c), MPEP 714.02, 714.03(a), 714.04, 
2163(11), and 2163.06. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is 
given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS fi-om the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
